Governor Announces He

•ColumbuH, Feb. 21.—Governor Davis 


today issued a statement condemning 
efforts made' by the American Civil 
Liberties Union of New York to bring 
about repeal of Ohio's criminal symli- 
caHjm law passed by the iast legisla- 
ture to prevent red activities. 
The governor said he would oppose 


such efforts with all his authority, as- 
serting that "this is no time to release 
the 'barriers against liolshevist and ter- 
rorist activities." 
"This law was enacted for the protec- 


tion of American institutions and inter- 
ests against anarchist activities said 
the governor. "Jit makes it a felony to 
advocate a doctrine of crime, malicious 
injury or destruction, violence or other 
unlawful methods .of. terrorism 
as a 
means of accomplishing industrial or 
political, unrest. 
"Uepeal of the syndicating act would 
amount virtually to an open invitation 
by Ohio to the advocates of blood and 
destruction to make this state their un- 
limited field of action. 
There is no 


room in Ohio for that sort of a doctrine."

SURVIVOR TELLS OF 


KILLING OF CADETS 


London, Feb. 21,-^The first detailed 


authentic account of the killing of 
auxiliary cadets of the Royal Irish con- 
stabulary by a. party of Sinn .Foiners 
near Macroom, Ireland, on November 
2Sfl has just been obtained from the 
sole survivor of the arnbushed *pnrty 
Lieutenant H. F. Forde. 
The lieuten 
ant has recovered from his wounds in 
a London military hospital. 
All pre 


vious accounts of the affair have beer 
Jiased on deductions, in the absence ol 
reports from eyewitnesses. 


Lieutenant Forde suffered a bullel 


wound in the head nfid was clubbed 
with the butt of a rifle and left for 
dead. 
He says that the two motor cars, car- 
rying the cadets were attacked as they 
were passing between rocky declivities 
on. either side just as the leading car 
ran into a ditch which had been pre- 
pared for it. 
Many of those in the 


first car were Wounded by the first fire 
from forces

behind

rocks. 
Those in tbo second car came up ami 


fought until the last man fell wounded 
Forde was lying 
wounded when

Washington, Feb. 21.—Although the 
zzard which Saturday night and . es- 


terday swept the east stales from west- 
ern Tennessee to New England had 
mssed out to sea in a northeasterly di 
rection, the big area it visited still was 
n the grip of the ice and snow it left 
behind. 
In many places, particularly 


in the vicinity of New York where the 
.storm was at its worst and the moun 
taineous regions of Virginia, Maryland 
and Pennsylvania, where the snow had 
piled in gre.it drifts, the inhabitants had 
literally to dig themselves out and first 
reports of blocked rail traffic and de- 
moralized wire service were shown to 
have not been exaggerated. 


Many out lying districts had not been 


heard from today and the list of those 
who lost their lives directly or indirectly 
owing to the storm remained undeter- 
mined although it was definitely estab- 
lished that nine ha-J occurred in New 
York. Nor had any serious marine dis- 
asters been reported despite the gale 
that swept the coast from Hatteras to 
Eastport Maine, and which attained a 
velocity of 68 miles an hour.

masters generally had been warned and 
either had remained in port or had 
scurried to sheltered harbors. 


The blizzard swept over a large area 


extending from Tennessee to the lower 
New England states in the south and 
east and as far west at the Ohio valley. 
The snow fall measured from a few 
inches in the southern portion of the 
storms path to more than a foot in the 
mountains of Virginia and in the north- 
ern states 
Piled hig'h by the wind the 


snow almost completely blocked railway 
traffic in many sections and those trains 
that got through were often hours late. 
In some places the storm not only was 
the first of any extent in the otherwise 
mild winter but was among the worst 
on record in a score of years. 


The weather bureau here held out 


little hope of relief from the congestion 
of snow today but predicted warmer 
weather for tomorrow. 


Mn COhti'BSt to the blizzard in the east 
was the unusually good weather in al 
other sections of the country. In the 
Great Lakes region and the Mississippi 
valley, westward, it was generally fair 
and in Florida the thermometer regis- 
tered 74.

Blonde hair, unless shampooed very 


carefully, will darken with age. Egg 
shamp'oos are not good for blonde hair 
for it contains sulphur 
which 
will 
darken the hair more rapidly. 
Oils 


of any kind have also a darkening ef 
feet and should not be jjsed unless ab- 
solutely necessary. An excellent sham 
poo for blonde hair Is a 
soap 
jelly 
made by shaving a cake of white 
castile soap into a saucepan and dis 
solving it in a pint of boiling water. 
Keep the mixture warm until the soap 
is all dissolved, then pour into a wide 
mouthed jar. Cover and keep in a cool 
place. 


Brunettes should always use a sham 


poo that contains oil or the whites of 
ggs. The eggs are excellent for dark 
hair, stimulating the growth and im- 
proving the luster. 
Never forget to 


t>rush the hair well after a shampoo 
for this will impart a gloss not to be 
secured in any other manner. Sun and 
air the scalp every day if you possibly 
can. This can be done in front of an 
open window.

Rub the 
scalp briskly but gently with a warm 
towel to stimulate circulation and sit 
in the sunlight and air if possible.

Boston. Feb. 21.—To learn what is 


one man's food and ano'.ner's poison, ex- 
periments are being conducted at three 
Boston hospitals in protein sensitizatton. 
Patients are inoculated with proteins 
from toods and other substances and 
subsequent cutaneous, reactions or ab- 
sence of reactions 
indicate 
whether 


these proteins are hostile or friendly. 
The research has been .imjKe.l especial- 
ly to the study of caii-f- 
>f bronchial 


asthma and hay fever, but is being ex 
tended to other diseases including indi- 
gestion and children's .r'nients. 
In ai'pl} ir.g the te.-:, the physician 


makes a tinv scratch on the skin, usual- 
ly of the arm. applies a drop of a weak 
solution of sodium hydt.ite and in this 
places the proteins or vhatever sub- 
stance he suspects as the cause of the 
patient's discomfort.
